Last Friday morning, scores of 
local and state rescue personnel - 
including fire fighters, police, 
paramedics and the District 6 
Hazardous Materials unit 
converged on a harrowing scene at 
Zeneca Resins, Inc. on Main Street 
in Wilmington, where a tanker 
truck carrying acid and being 
unloaded inadvertently backed into 
a cylinder, spilling three chemicals 
in the-process and injuring five. 

It was only a drill. Repeat. It was 
only a drill. Nothing was spilled, no 
one was hurt. 

The simulated emergency, 
complete with simulated victims, 
was put on by Zeneca, local 
emergency officials and the Mass. 
Emergency Management Agency to 
gauge the effectiveness of a 
response given an actual 
emergency. 

The drill "tested Zeneca's on-site 
emergency response team and their 
capabilities to cope with hazards and 
identify the problem and begin 
operations to safely mitigate the 
situation,” according to Wilmington 
Fire Chief Daniel Stewart, who also 
serves on the District 6 HazMat 
team. 

And the performance, monitored 
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and evaluated Mass. 
Emergency, was good. 

"They felt the incident was 
handled very smoothly and 
efficiently," Stewart said. "I think 
they felt we were able to cover the 
important issues.” 

The most important issue was 
attending to those immediately 
injured, and then those in danger of 
being hurt. Five Zeneca employees 
were fitted with simulated injury 
indicators that show rescue workers 
the nature and location of injuries. 

"The primary concern was the 
injured people in the immediate 
area," Stewart said "And 
Simultaneous concern for 
evacuating all workers from the 
site." 

As paramedics took care of the 
injured persons, Zeneca employees 
were evacuated by bus to the 
Wilmington Town Hall, which 
served as a shelter. A table top 
evacuation - meaning no residents 
were moved or contacted but 
officials ran through exactly what 
would transpire in the event of an 
actual spill - of the Brentwood 
Avenue neighborhood was 
conducted. 

The first to know and therefore 
first to go was Zeneca's own on-site 
team. They began setting up 
Operations to monitor the chemicals 
and evacuate the immediate injured 
patients, who have to be properly 
decontaminated before hospitals 
will take them as patients,/Stewart 
said. 

Then District 6 HazMat was 
activated and arrived. To 
i ra the various agencies 
working together toward the same 
goal, the incident command system, 
a system of unifying management

The question was, Stewart felt, 
"How would a private, industrial 
team interact with regional HazMat 
team?" His answer? “We worked 
remarkably well together and 
District 6 HazMat finished control 
of the leaks and stabilized the 
situation for private contractors to 
clean up." 

If there was one problem with the 
entire operation, it was with 
communications, Stewart said. 
HazMat and the Zeneca team were 
on different radio bands, making 
talk between the two groups 
difficult at times. 

Stewart said the HazMat truck has 
multi-band radio capability, but still 
needs improvement in that area. 

"To streamline the process, 
everybody should be-able to talk to 
everybody else," he said. 

But mistakes in this scenario were 
welcomed as learning tools. 

"You don't learn unless you make 
mistakes," Stewart said. "And this 
is the time to make them and learn." 

One man who did talk to 
everybody was Herb Nickerson, a 
Wilmington Emergency 
Management Agency volunteer. 
When the local emergency agency 
was called in, Nickerson took the 
lead as head radio man for the 
duration of the incident and helped 
coordinate many of the resources 
needed. 

Of course, local rescue personnel 
were in abundance. Wilmington 
Fire Lt. John Brown took charge of 


WFD operations, making sure fire . 


engines and other vehicles were in 
place; Deputy Fire Chief Walter 
Sowyrda headed up Emergency 
Medical Services operations, caring 
for victims and getting them 
off-site; and Wilmington Police 
Safety Officer Bob Shelley helped 


maintain order so rescue workers 
could do their jobs. 

Stewart applauded the 
professionalism demonstrated by 
his department, which included the 
work of fire fighters Chris Nee, 
David Feyler, David Woods, Bobby 
Woods, Lt. Ed Corcoran, also a 
member of the District 6 HazMat 
team, and Linda Giles, who served 
as water supply officer. 

Those on the industrial side were 
pleased as well. 

"I think [the drill] went very 
well,” said Moe Bechard, manager 
of safety, health and environment at 
Zeneca. "Basically, the 
coordination between the town and 
us was good, was very good.” 

Bechard said the likelihood of a 
spill similar to the one simulated 
Friday is "really low." 

"We have systems in place to 
prevent these things from 
happening,” he said. "So while it's 
possible ... it's unlikely.” 

In August of 1993, Zeneca did 
experience a very real and 
potentially dangerous peroxide 
decomposition, a problem handled 
by local fire and District 6 HazMat 
personnel as well as a then 
year-and-a-half old internal spill 
team, though Bechard said many of 
the steps taken were precautionary. 

He said the complexities involved 
in Friday's drill will better prepare 
his team to handle more minor 
problems, like the peroxide 
decomposition, 

"This drill was really to see where 
our strengths and weaknesses 
were,” he said. “I think we're much 
better prepared internally to handle 
something like the peroxide 
incident."

The Wilmington Planning Board, 
together with the finance 
committee, held a public hearing 
Tuesday night in the Town Hall 
Auditorium to entertain discussion 
on four warrant articles and 15 
petition articles to be considered at 
Annual Town Meeting April 22. 


The biggest debate among the 
approximately 75 persons in 
attendance, came over four 
proposed zoning changes from 
residential to business for parcels on 
Lowell Street. 

Residents from neighboring 
Westdale, Brentwood and 
Nickerson avenues voiced concerns 
over the over-commercialization of 
Lowell Street. Effectively echoing 
one another, complaints against the 
newly opened Burger King 
restaurant, increased traffic and 
safety problems and a “domino 
effect," whereby individual parcels 
being rezoned to general business 
would eventually lead the entire 
Street to that status. 

Paul Brennan, who lives to the left 
of the empty lot left of Burger 
King, said he is surrounded by 
general business-zoned land. He 
said he had no immediate plans to 
sell his parcel, but was worried 
about being able to do so in the 
future. 

"Lam landlocked here,” he said. 
"I just want to have something of 
value in 20 years,” 

Wilmington Selectmen Chairman 
Michael McCoy also had a petition 
asticle before the board. McCoy is 
seeking to rezone the site of his 
former home on Lowell Street, next 
to Textron Defense Systems and in 
front of Yentile's Farm from 
residential to business in order to 
open "a small, upscale restaurant.” 

McCoy said at the hearing he had 
the support of all direct abutters and 
that his lot was one of only five 
from Lucci's Supermarket to 
Rocco's Restaurant, on Route 38, 
that is zoned residential. 

Still, those in attendance from the 
Lowell Street area gave McCoy the 
same response Brennan received. 

The other two articles were both 
submitted by Attorney Robert 
Peterson for a “Plan of Lots 
surveyed for Laura J, Taylor Estate 
-.s" according to the article. The 
articles seek the rezoning of three 
parcels of land at the intersection of 
West and Lowell streets. The first 
article was submitted for lots of 
10,000 and 10,500 square feet, 


respectively, while the third was for 
a small strip of land. 

The developer plans on putting an 
office building on the site. 
Engineer Bill Perkins said that 
given the location, business, and not 
residential was the best possible use 
for that land. 

The planning board met alone in 


Room 9 following the hearing to 
vote to recommend approval or 
disapproval to Town Meeting and 
came up with some mixed results 
for Lowell Street: Two of the West 
Street intersection parcels 
recommended favorably (the small 
strip excluded), Brennan's parcel 
was voted against, and McCoy's got 
the go-ahead from the board. All 
votes were 3-1, with board member 
James Diorio voting against 
approval for McCoy and the 
intersection parcels. 

But McCoy almost didn't get 
there. Initially, board member 
Michael Roache made a motion to 
consider McCoy's and Brennan's 
parcels together. Diorio - 
maintaining he was not 
anti-development but felt new 
business should be confined to the 
“center district" on Main Street - 
spoke against rezoning for McCoy 
and Brennan, in the end siding with 
residents who spoke at the hearing. 

"My gut feeling is the residents 
don't want any more development 
{on Lowell Street]," Diorio said, 
seemingly with support from the 
other three members in attendance. 

But following the motion, which 
had been seconded by Roache, 
McCoy made an impassioned plea 
for separation and reconsideration. 

"I wish you would take it up 
separately [from Brennan's] and~ 
give it some consideration," McCoy 
said. 

And the board did just that. 
Roache withdrew his second and the 
board voted 3-1 to recommend 
approval of the article - but not 
without a hitch, 

McCoy's petition states the 
rezoning to be from Residential 20 
to Central Business District, a 
designation designed for the town 
center area at last year's annual 
meeting. The board agreed that 
central business district zonings 
should remain in the center and 
recommended approval subject to 
McCoy amending his article to read 
"General Business" rather than 
"Central Business District" - a 
process McCoy said he would have 
no problem with. 


League sponsors health

Health Care Reform will be the 
subject of the fourth in a series of 
public meetings on issues of local, 
state an national interest sponsored 
by the League of Women Voters of 
Wilmington. The meeting, which 
will be held at 4th of July 
Headquarters (across from the town 
common) on March 28 at 7:30 p.m., 
will include an overview of various 
health care reform proposals, 
discussion of issues related to 
reform and a slide presentation on 
the single payer plan. 

The Wilmington LWV and 
Leaguesm across the country 
participated in a three year study of 
health care in the United States 
which included the service delivery 
system and financing. At the end of 
the study, the League of Women 
Voters of the United States adopted 
the following position on health 
care reform in April, 1993 - to 
“promote a health care system for 
the United States that provides 
access to a basic level of quality care 

for all U.S_residents and controls 


health care costs." A large majority 
of Leagues favored a national health 
insurance plan financed through 
general taxes in place of insurance 
plans. 

Local residents who are interested 
in learning more about health care 
reform efforts are encouraged to 
attend this informational meeting 
and participate in the discussion.

Pandora’s box 
in Tokyo : 


The attack in the Tokyo subways on Monday marks the opening of 
a new and deadly round of terrorism. The world is now a much more 
deadly place in which to live. Believe it. 

‘Asa Disaster Preparedness Technician in the U.S. Air Force, lused 
to teach chemical warfare survival classes. When I heard the words 
‘nerve gas” in connection with the Tokyo incident, my skin crawled. 
Chemical warfare is known as “the poor man’s nuclear weapon,” 
because it is cheap, relatively easy to make, and capable of causing 
unbelieveable casualties. 

Chemical warfare got its start in World War One, when the 
Germans released chlorine gas near Ypres and caused a breach in the 
Allied trench line bigger than they could have imagined. The use of 
battlefield poisons quickly escalated into the use of quick-acting cya- 
wide gas, “choking gasses” which damage the lungs, and the nightmarish 
blister gasses, of which “mustard gas” is the best known but hardly the 
only one. Chemical warfare casualties in WWI numbered in the 
millions. 

Nerve gas was invented between the wars, and it is far worse than 
ny other warfare chemical. Only the threat of retaliation in kind keptthe 
Nazis from using chemicals during the Second World War. They had the 
weapons, ready to go, but they were afraid to use them because the Allies 
would have responded with the same sort of poisons. 

Nerve gas has no smell or taste, and it is deadly in liquid or gasous 
form. It acts quickly, disrupting the body’s muscle control, and even a 
pinpoint of liquid nerve gas on the skin can be fatal within seconds. A 
gas mask 1s mandatory, an exposure suit to needed to protect the skin, 
and there 1 an antidote but it must be injected, on the spot and quickly. 
U.S. troops carry antidote auto-injectors. 

The U.S. maintains a stockpile of chemical warfare agents, not for 
attacks but to insure our ability to respond in kind, should chemicals be 
used on us in battle. We have always maintained a “no-first-use” policy 
on CW. 

The Soviet Union, however, was never so sanguine about the 
possible use of such a devastating offensive weapon. We were told in 
the Air Force that the U.S.S.R. maintained thousands of tons of various 
warfare chemicals, in artillery shells and aircraft sprayers, ready to fire 
in Europe. In fact, we were told that if the Soviets crossed the NATO 
line, the widespread use of chemical agents would be nearly certain. 

Much attention is now being paid to the former Soviet Union's 
nuclear weapons. But whatever became of their enormous chemical 
warfare stock- piles after the breakup? Has anybody accounted for those 
poisons? _ 

Keep in mind that only a handful of small containers of “sarin’ 
nerve gas, each with only a few ounces, were employed in the Tokyo 
subway gassing, and on Tuesday I read that the “sarin” used was diluted. 
Ifthe Tokyo nerve gas had been used at full strength, the death toll would 
have numbered in the hundreds, even thousands. The stuff is insidious, 
silent and absolutely deadly in tiny doses. And.now the lunatics have 
possession 

Worse, no group has claimed responsibility forthe nerve gas attack 
in Tokyo. Was ita warning? Or even worse, atrial run? Pray we never 
find out, but I suspect we will, and only too soon. 

Be afraid. Be very afraid. Pandora's Box has been opened.

Premature commercial construction 


Dear Larz: k 

It has come to my attention that, 
what I believe to be commercial 
construction, is presently taking 
place at 20 Concord St. on land that 
is zoned residential R-20. This 
parcel of land is identified as parcel 
4 on Wilmington Assessor's Map 78 
and is currently under a 
Superseding Order of Conditions 
(SOC) issued by the Massachusetts 
Department of Environmental 
Protection (DEP) on February 26, 
1993 and amended on June 2, 1994 
for the construction of a single 
family dwelling and related 


grading. H 

The building permit (#639-94) 
issued for the construction of this 
building on October 26, 1994 
identifies the structure as being a 
Garrison, with 2 x 12 inch floor 
joist to be used for the first floor. 
However, I have observed the 
foundation of this building to be not 
of typical residential construction 
after having noted the re-bar set two 
feet on center around the top of the 
foundation wall for the pouring of a 
concrete slab floor, three foot 
diameter support pillars set in the 
walls with bolts for mounting steel 
girders and what appears to be an 
elevator shaft pit. 

Incidentally, the owner of this 
property has petitioned the Town to 
change the zoning to Neighborhood 
Business at this year's Town 
Meeting. I pointed out my 
observations to former building 
inspector Russo on the morning of 
February 17,1995. I have also 
written the DEP and the 
Massachusetts Executive Office of 
Environmental Affairs regarding 
this matter. Additionally, all of the 


relevant Town Boards and the 
Town Manager, were also notified 
by sending them copies of my DEP 


correspondence. 

I believe that allowing this 
apparent commercial construction 
to continue, in violation of both 
local zoning and the DEP SOC by 
the Town of Wilmington, indicates 
to me that "Business as usual” 
continues to thrive in Town. I 
would like to ask the voters of 
Wilmington to call the Town Hall 
and ask if any action has been 
initiated to investigate this matter. 

We are fortunate to live in a free 
country where everyone is entitled 
to their own opinion. However, I 
question the motives of individuals 
who place the bottom’ liné at 
economic gain without considering 
the environmental consequences of 
their actions. I believe that a balance 
must be achieved which I do not see 

ing here in Wilmington. 

The defeat of the Wetlands 
Protection Bylaw_an@ changing the 
Town Bylaw requiring the 
maintenance of a quorum to conduct 
the Town's business at the 1994 
Town meeting were in my opinion a 
sad outcome, for which we, as 
residents of this town should not be 
very proud. 

So, please, let's redeem ourselves 
this year by saying no to the 
continued assault on the water 
resources of this Town and vote to 
deny a zoning change on this 
environmentally sensitive parcel of 
land located on Lubbers Brook.

“Where is the Treasure 
Hill treasure?

«There is a new map of 
Wilmington, produced by the 
ilmington Chamber of 

‘commerce. It seems to be without 

grror. This writer can find no 
Cartographical error. 
*However! The map says nothing 
about Devil's Den, which could 
always be found on older maps. 
Devil's Den, a natural cave by the 
Side of the Andover Road, goes back 
in Wilmington history. A person 
can climb in. Then he can turn left 
and climb down, But he will not go 
far, for there is another turn, to the 
fight and the cave becomes much 
smaller. 

The cave has an old Wilmington 
legend attached to it. Capt. Kidd, the 
pirate, hid gold and treasure in that 
Cave, sometime just before 1700. 

So said Mary Jaquith Harnden, She 
told her children the story some 10 
or 20 years before the Wilmington 
Minutemen marched to Concord 
and Lexington. 

And it has been believed, more or 
less, ever since. 

Twice within the past half century 
or so this writer has seen a visiting 
couple, from somewhere, looking 
for that treasure. They did not find 
any. 

Mary Jaquith Harnden told her 
children that Capt. Kidd had with 
him a black slave, who was slain and 
hidden near that treasure. If a 
person, seeking for that treasure 
were to get close, the spirit of that 
slave would hide the gold 
somewhere else. 

The new map is a good one. At the 
to top the hill it shows a new road, 
named Treasure Hill Road. It is 
over the cave, on top of the hill. 

That's why the fortune hunters 
could never find Capt. Kidd's 
treasure. They were always hunting 
around that cave,They should have 
gone up that hill. 

One of these days someone might 
find Capt. Kidd's treasure, on top of 
that hill! 

Be sure you take some shovels and 
watch out for that slave - he is still 
performing his duty! 


There are in the Wilmington 
records a total of 52 marriages 
involving members of the Jaquith 
family, between 1739 and 1895, 
Most of the Jaquiths involved lived 
in the areas close to Billerica, 
Aldrich Road, etc. 

There was one marriage which 
was not shown. 

Mary Jaquith became the bride of 
John Harnden on December 13, 
1727. Among the sons of that family 
were: Joseph, 1736; John, 1738; 
Joshua, 1740; and Benjamin, 1744. 


Dom DeGrazia, for years a part of 
the Christmas spirit at Wilmington 
High School was a long time music 
instructor within the system. He 
retired in 1968 and was 
experiencing some health problems. 

On a Monday evening, a fantastic 
gesture was made by members of 
the WHS Band when they traveled 
to Lexington to play for the man 
who had taught them so much about 
music. Mrs. DeGrazia was "in on 
the plan" and opened the bedroom 
window at appropriate time. Down 
the street came the band, playing 
Christmas music. It was a total 
surprise to Mr. DiGrazia. 

"There wasn't a dry eye in the 
area, students, teachers, parents, 
neighbors and certainly not Mr. or 
Mrs. DeGrazia." 

School Committee members were 
wrestling with the filling of two 
important positions; the school 
superintendency and the high school 
guidance counselor. They decided 
to look into the cost of a consultant 
they expected a high number of 
applicants.

Thaw out your green thumb 


by Jackie Leszezak-Stone 

Spring has sprung. The earliest 
flowers in my garden are the 
snowdrops. These tiny white 
flowers are my private indicator 
that winter is past. The species 
crocus are now showing their 
yellow noses in my cold, north 
facing garden. More may already be 
in bloom in yours, especially if your 
site has a warm microclimate and 
southern exposure. 

So, what's next? Plant your peas 
and spinach, they like it cool. You 
can plant them directly out in the 
soil any time. To help peas along, 
try soaking them in water, or 
wrapping them in moist paper for a 
day or two before you plant them. 
This gives the dry seeds a chance to 
rehydrate. Pea vines will climb up 
anything. Fallen twigs can be 
inserted amount the seeds. The 
plants will grow up them quickly 
and you will be picking peas in the 
middle of June. Speaking of peas...I 
have planted pea pods and sugar 
snaps every year and I have yet to 
get my fare share. Why? Because 
Mr. and Mrs. Woodchuck and all 
the little chuckletts have sweet 
tooths! (sweet teeth?), We are gentle 
gardeners and hesitate to kill them. 
Do you have any less drastic, home 
grown and legal suggestions out 
there? 

Lucky, the woodchuck clan 
doesn't eat much spinach. Spinach 
can be sown directly into the garden 
now. We plant spinach as a low 
cover crop for a cutting bed of 
tulips that winters over in the 
vegetable garden. I will plant some 
other warm weather cover crop 
when the tulips are past and then 
another fall spinach crop later. 
Remember to save some spinach 
seed for this second planting in 


August. Onion sets and turnips can 
also be planted outside during the 
next few weeks. 

Garden cleanup time is almost 
here, time to rake leaves and matted 
winter mulch away. Take care, 
however, not to walk or dig in wet 
and newly defrosted lawns and 
garden soil. Plants breath through 
their roots as well as their leaves. 
Compacted soil contains less gas and 
makes it more difficult for the roots 
to penetrate the soil. So remember 
to leave bootprints out of your 


beds. 

Soon we will be harvesting our 
first crop, which is named in the 
title of this column: "Stones in the 
Garden." This winter's frost has 
heaved a new crop of rocks, 
pebbles, boulders and glacial 
erratics into the sunlight. My 
neighbor and I each have 10 inch 
high monuments to the power of 
frost erupting through the blacktop 
in our driveways. I was once told 
that ancient gardeners believed that 
stones grew from mother earth. She 
is certainly bursting forth in my 
neighborhood this year. 

Fellow gardeners have reported 
sure signs of spring...Many of you 
attended the N.E. Flower Show. It 
was entertaining and artistic this 
year, with topiary animals and 
fanciful floral designs. Just the 
smell of flowers and mulch at the 
show was enough to thaw out your 
green thumb. Outside, a few 
Peepers have been heard in your 
yards. Last Friday's thunder storm 
was also a spring giveaway. The sap 
is running and fresh maple syrup is 
brewing. The redwing blackbirds 
are back in the wetlands and | 
smelled a skunk yesterday. What is 
spring without this aromatic 
forecast of summer to come?

Nature unleashed

Admiring the tranquil waters of 
Silver Lake, it is difficult to 
visualize the power of water. But 
we only have to look at the 
relentless rain in California to see 
the destructive power of water 
when it is out of control. The loss of 
human life and billions of dollars of 
property damage have many people 
asking questions, 

The current deluge in California is 
the second time this year that a part 
of the state has flooded. When 
combined with the 1994 earthquake, 
it has many Californians giving 
second thoughts to their version of 
the good life. Mother Nature, 
however, has not singled out 
California. Consider the recent 
earthquake in Kobe, Japan and the 
1993 flooding along the Mississippi 
River. 

Are we experiencing more natural 
disasters than in the past? Have we 
done something to anger Mother 
Nature or the God of Water? 

You can go back to biblical times 
to document extremes of nature. 
Noah had to build an ark to contend 
with 40 days and 40 nights of rain. 

Mother Nature hasn't changed,but 
we have. We are the ones who 
destroy and challenge the natural 
system. We continue to expand and 
encroach on nature, Careless 
development and poor planning 
usually result in a natural disaster. 
There are many examples we can 
point to. Earlier this century, poor 
agricultural practices in the farm 
belt led to massive soil erosion and a 
dust bowl. Closer to home, we have 
seen homes built along our coastline 
wiped out by northeast storms and 
hurricanes. We build houses in 
wetlands and wonder why cellars 
are flooded in the spring. 

Regulations and zoning to limit 
activities in high risk areas have had 
limited success. Exemptions or 
lawsuits can circumvent the best of 
intentions. 

Many times the people affected by 
the natural disaster blame 


government for not providing 
adequate protection. In reality they 
are criticizing government for not 
protecting them from themselves, 
Then there is the larger question of 
whether government dollars should 
be given to those who rebuild in 
vulnerable areas. 

As might be expected, economics 
can play a part in many natural 
disasters. In last year's California 
earthquake, inadequate funding to 
upgrade the highway bridges to 
meet new earthquake standards 
resulted in a transportation 
nightmare. 

Ironically, environmental 
concerns can be a contributing 
factor in a natural disaster. A good 
example is the heavy rain in Europe 


this winter threatening Holland's 
system of dikes. Previous plans to 
strengthen the dikes and increase 
their height have been slowed by 
concern over environmental 
damage if the dikes are altered. The 
country is now concerned that 
damage caused by flooding will 
exceed any perceived adverse 
environmental impacts that might 
have been caused by raising the 
dikes. This points out that all 
governments must use common 
sense and weigh risks when making 
decisions. 

Over the years, great strides have 
been made in engineering that allow 
us to grow as a society. We can 
change the course of rivers; build 
dams to harness the power of water; 
and make skyscrapers earthquake 
proof. At times this success makes 
us over confident and we challenge 
our limits and those of nature. We 
are living on the edge many times. 
While we may temporarily control 
or alter Mother Nature, we do not 
own it. No one ever has. 

We have learned (sometimes the 
hard way) how nature works. The 
challenge is to live in harmony with 
our natural surroundings and to 
allow society to grow and prosper. 

The old adage is still true - you 
can't fool Mother Nature.

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This Young runner strides to break more records

During his 16 treacherous weeks 
of rehabilitation for a hip flexor 
injury and only two winter dual 
meets left in the season, WHS 
junior Greg Young was deciding 
whether or not it was worth the 
tisk to come back and maybe 
reinjure himself, rather than sit 
out until the spring track season 
started. He chose to come back - a 
choice he knows he won't regret. 

"I'm definitely glad I came back. 
It was worth it," said Young. 

Prior to his injury, Young was 
considered one of the top 600 
meter runners as well as one of 
the top anchor runners for the 
relay squad in the Merrimack 
Valley Conference. Following his 
rehab, Young received even more 
recognition when he was named as 
an all-conference selection by 
MVC coaches while competing in 
just two meets. He is that good. 

"Greg is a relatively good 
runner, to say it mildly, He is 
definitely tops around the league,” 
said head coach Bob Cripps. 

Young also runs for the WHS 
cross country team and the spring 
track team, But, it was during his 
tenure with the cross country team 
that he suffered his injury. Young 
said he strained his hip flexor 
from the new but rigorous course 
in Wilmington, known in cross 
county circles as "the killer 
course." 

"I think it killed me," 
said, 

Thereafter, it was 16 weeks of 
rehab in which he did biking, the 
Nordic Track and Ranger Motion 
exercises, to name a few, to work 


Young 


on getting his muscles back to 
their original form. And that 
helped not only Greg, but his team 
as well. 

During those last two meets, the 
relay teafh wasn't thought to be 
going to the All New England 
Meet. But they did. 

"I think the best part of this year 
was the relay team. We weren't 
supposed to be going to the New 
Englands and we did. After a 
team dropped out, we were 
pushed to sixth place. And then 
we finished in fourth place,” 
Young said, 

Young also has quite a list of 
accomplishments individually, 
many of which he admits he is 
very surprised he achieved. And 
he still has another year to go. 

"I'm really surprised. I never 
thought I would qualify and I did. 
I'm pretty happy so far but next 
year I would like to win the states, 
the all-states and go straight to the 
Nationals to compete," Young 
said. 

One of the most impressive 
accomplishments Young has 
achieved this year was his second 
meet back from his injury, when 
Wilmington went up against North 
Andover at the Lowell Field 
House. Greg competed in the 600 
meter run and finished with a 
record time of 1:13.8. That mark 


not only was a WHS school 
record, but it was also a Lowell 
Field House record and an MVC 
record as well, 

Young also finished second in 
the 600 meter run in the Class D 
Meet, the All-State Meet and the 


New England Meet. And that was 

with just two meets under his belt. 
"Greg continues to improve, He 

works really hard,” Cripps said. 

Cripps pointed out that the 
runner who beat Young in the 
Class Meet, Greg beat in the 
All-States by a pretty sizable 
margin. And the runner who beat 
him in the All-States, Greg beat in 
the New Englands. 

Young gives credit for his 
success to not only himself for not 
pushing too hard to come back 
from the injury, but also to his 
friends and teammates from both 
his own team and from the 
Opposing teams as well. 

"I think the best thing about 
track is my friends and the other 
runners from the other teams: It's 
a good environment and I enjoy 
running,” Young explained. 

Young also said he enjoys winter 
track better than spring track 
because he likes the college 
courses, such as that at Harvard 
University. 

Cripps believes Greg will be one 
of the top three runners in the 800 
meters in the state come spring 
season, which opens up league 
meets in a few weeks. He also 
said he expects the relay team, 
which Young anchors, to be the 
best in the Class Meet. 

As for Young, he would like to 
see more of his teammates qualify 
for the state meet, and beyond, in 
the spring. 

"We have a solid number of 
very strong runners who should 
help us, The relay team should 
qualify but I want to see more 
runners qualify," Young said.

Breathing easy 

The Reading Board of Health 
has unanimously voted to ban 
smoking in most public places 
throughout town, as of July ist. 

The decision was not without 
controversy. 

“The single most important 
reason behind my voting for this 
regulation,” says Board of 
Health Chairman William 
Murphy, in the Reading edition 
of the “Daily Times Chronicle,” 
“is that the data is overwhelm- 
ing that second-hand smoke has 
an adverse effect on people.” 

The ban, according to the 
“Chronicle,” prohibits smoking 
in restaurants and service bar 
areas, retail food stores, 
licensed child care facilities and 
homes (during hours of opera- 
tion), tow-licensed taxis, eleva- 
tors, sports arenas (such as the 
Burbank Ice Arena), town- 
owned or -leased buildings and 
vehicles, and facilities used to 
exhibit any theatrical or musical 
productions (unless smoking is 
part of the production). 

Smoking will be permitted in 
private rooms of restaurants 
provided those rooms have sepa- 
rate ventilation systems venting 
directly outside, and only while

such rooms are being used for 
private functions. Smoking is 
also allowed in bar areas and 
function rooms of private non- 
profit organizations. 


Because the state already 
prohibits smoking in child care 
facilities, licensed child care 
facilities and homes are not 
required to post “No Smoking” 
signs, a change from an earlier 
version of Reading's ban. 

According to the law, anyone 
caught selling or giving a ciga- 
rette to someone under-age 18 
will be fined’ $100 for the first 
offense, $200 for the second, and 
$300 for each subsequent 
offense. The law also states that 
any person who violates any 
part of Section 16 (all regula- 
tions) will be punished by a fine 
of $50 per offense although it 
doesn’t say how officials will 
enforce the ban. 

The law is expected to be 
implemented this summer and 
re-evaluated in two years.

The Wakefield Board of 
Health recently held a three- 
hour public hearing in its quest 
to impose two separate sets of 
regulations involving smoking 
and tobacco upon the Town of 
Wakefield. 

Regulations proposed by the 
Boaré could see smoking pro- 
hibited in locales “including, but 
not limited to” restaurants, bars, 
retail stores, and malls, health 
care facilities, municipal build- 
ings and vehicles, elevators, 
buses and taxicabs; ticket, 
boarding and waiting areas; and 
restrooms. 


Also, according to the 
Wakefield edition of the “Daily 
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Times Chronicle,” “all areas

Christine Hemp) and award-win- 
ning poetry (Massachusetts 
Science Poetry Contest). 
Children read, write and illus- 
trate poetry throughout the 
school year, Guided by teachers 
Larry Conn and Tom Hoffrage, 
students memorize and recite 
poems, such as “The Road Not 
Taken,” throughout their entire 
fifth grade year, incorporating 
rhymes, rhythms and turns of 
phrase into their creative cen- 
ters; learning and absorbing, 
consciously and subconsciously, 
the sound, sense and texture of 
their mother tongue; mastering 
the intricacies and beauty 
marks of the English language, 
forevermore. 

In her entry, written during 
Christmas vacation - with books 
on the kitchen table, company 
almost in the driveway and foot- 
ball games in the background - 
Litterio expressed her feelings 
about the importance of poetry 
pockets and poetic priorities: 
“As a teacher of young chil- 
dren,” she wrote, “I cannot 
underestimate the role poetry 
plays in the development of my 
students’ appreciation for life 
and learning. Through the use 
of poetry, humor adds another 
dimension to ordinary experi- 
ences. Moral values and sound 
character traits can also be 
taught to children through the 
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“This year, because the level 
of enthusiasm for listening to, 
reading, and reciting poetry is 
so high in my second grade 
classroom, each child is invited 
to design a ‘poetry pocket,’ 
which contains original student 
poems or selections by famous 
authors, like Jack Prelutsky. 
The ‘poetry pocket’ hangs from 
the child’s bedpost, bureau or 
doorknob near the bed, so 
before falling asleep each 
evening, the child reaches into 
the pocket and chooses a 
favorite poem. This calming 
exercise serves to create peace- 
ful and enchanting images as 
the child’s last memory before 
entering the ‘Land of Nod. With 
the reality of violence in our 
society today, this poetry read- 
ing activity should dispel any 
visions of violence a child may 
have experienced or witnessed 
during the day.” 

Litterio enclosed a poster 
with the entry, along with a yel- 
low poetry pocket; and kept to 
the 200-word limit, making every 
word count - unless it was a 
‘the’ or an ‘an.’ The above 
description follows two pages of 
accolades and specifics about 
the art of teaching poetry at 
Barrows. 

He's written “It’s Halloween” 
and “It’s Thanksgiving” ... and 
Christmas and Valentine’s Day, 
too - but for Reading’s well-read 
fans, the most important “it’s” 
of all is Prelutsky at Barrows, 
and the fun is just beginning: 
Litterio is encouraging kids to 
pick her pockets; and shhhh, 
there’s a rumor afloat that 
Prelutsky might be composing 
an ode to the Barrows School 
itself - where recess is as flexi- 
ble as the days and tempera- 
tures warrant; pocket books are 
the rage; and excitement is 
defined as a Jack Prelutsky 
visit. 

Because, like his disciples, 
Prelutsky now has a poem in his 
pocket; and like the omni-talent- 
ed, multi-faceted, prolific poet 
he is, you can bet he’s got an 
alphabet soup of surprises up 
his sleeve.

Two movies opened this 
weekend that deal with children 
from broken homes. “Bye Bye, 
Love” is the splashier, received 
more hype, and is the most 
lightweight. Surprisingly, it is 
“Losing Isaiah” which delivers, 
even though its plot synopsis 
has movie-of-the-week written 
all over it. 

In fact, there are few twists 
in the plot; it moves down cine- 
matic highways we've travelled 
before.

trouble. ‘Ihe dialogue and per- 
formances ensnare you and 
director Stephen Gyllenhaal 
effortlessly moves from one 
viewpoint to another. The weak 
spot is the ending, which mad- 
deningly tries to please every- 
one and fails to please anyone. 

Lange is a social worker who 
falls for an abandoned newborn 
and breaks all the rules by 
bringing him home. Halle Berry 
is the homeless druggie who 
dumped the baby. But all is not 
as it seems. 

One of the film's best attrib- 
utes is that it reveals everyone’s 
perspective, though much of the 
story is told from Berry’s point 
of view. We first meet her at 
rock bottom. So strung out on 
crack, Berry’s character thinks 
nothing of hiding her baby in a

cardboard box near a dumpster 
before going off for a fix. We 
watch her painfully pull herself 
up out of the gutter and make a 
life for herself. She embraces 
decency and sobriety and 
becomes the person she might 
have been had she been born in 
a different neighborhood. 


Isaiah’s story is more basic. 
His fighting spirit is what cap- 
tures Lange’s eye and he is a 
delightful, if needy, little devil. 
As he bonds with his affluent 
white family, it is made clear 
that no one notices the color dif- 
ference. His problems from a 
crack addiction at birth are 
much more apparent to this cou- 
ple and their teenage daughter 
than his skin color. 

After Lange and her amiable 
husband (David Strathairn) 
have formed strong family ties 
with this difficult child, they find 
themselves fighting to keep him 
when Berry decides she wants 
Isaiah back. Naomi Foner’s 
clever script reveals a legal sys- 
tem that is as much a character 
in this painful story as the black 
attorney (Samuel L. Jackson) 
who takes on the case pro bono. 
Jackson knows how to move 
within a system just as capable 
of eating its young as placing 
them with a good family. 

Though the film ultimately 
flounders under a hesitant end- 
ing, Lange is such a dynamo 
that this tragic story still comes 
highly recommended. Berry is 
plausible as the recdvered 
addict, but her performance is 
shallow when compared to the
